Kamgar Sangh ( M . P . & B . P . ) . The agreement provides inter alia for the average 
wage of the workers employed on boulder and dump working atleast at Rs 1 - 7 - 0 
per day and lays down conditions under which every underground piece - rated 
worker would be qualified to earn a certain attendance bonus. It is on the 
basis of this agreement that the claim on behalf of the workers concerned in 
the present reference has been made and these are the surface workers employed 
on boulder and dump working and those underground . It was alleged on behalf 
of the workmen that 37 Manganese Mine owners representing about 80 per cent 
of the mining area entered into the agreement in their capacity , as members of 
the M . P . Mineral Industry Association and the present company though a mem 
ber of the Association at thei time of the agreement did not sign the same. In 
resisting the demand made on behalf of the workmen the company has denied 
inter alia the binding effect of the agreement in question . 

4 . At the time of the hearing after some discussion the parties arrived at an 
amicable settlement and requested that an award may be made in terms thereof.
